New Delhi, Ind ia, Dec. 3 UP)— 
Premier Nehru said tod ay there 
“is no near chance of war and 
war 
plu s 
aggression 
can

av oid ed pu rely for practical rea­ 
sons.” 
The Ind ian lead er said in an in­ 
terv iew “both sid es are aware of 
the terrible conseq u ences of war 
and 
therefore, 
howev er 
mu ch 
shou ting they d o, there is a d e­ 
sire to av oid it.” 
Ou tlining his philosophy , which 
sometimes brou ght him into con­ 
flict with American congressmen, 
Nehru told three American news­ 
men that a military bu ild u p cou ld 
be ov erd one and shou ld be ju d ged 
against the possibility of immi­ 
nent aggression. 
Nehru ou tlined these points in 
a 35 -minu te interv iew: 
1. Ind ia and “ev er so many ” 
other Asiatic nations want the 
max imu m amou nt of peace “in or­ 
d er to bu ild ou rselv es u p” eco­ 
nomically .

2. The military bu ild u p can be 
ov erd one if it means “spend ing

chology among the people. 
3. Ind ia 
ad v ocated 
American 
recognition of Red China as a 
nation rather than a Commu nist 
state becau se “any policy based 
on non-recognition” is apt to be 
“non-effectiv e.” 
China wants to 
rebu ild its “terribly back ward ” 
cou ntry 
with 
machinery 
from 
aboard and “the more they get, 
the more they will broad en their 
shell.” 
4. The 
d ominant 
feeling 
in 
Asia is nationalism or national 
liberation, “which lead s to anti- 
westernism with wiiich the United 
States lately has been id entified .” 
“There is no d ou bt the United 
States d oes not fav or old -sty le 
colonialism bu t, nev ertheless, co­ 
lonialism has been su pported for 
other reasons 
by

McCarthy Denies Challenge 
ToEisenhotoer 9s Leadersh ip

UP) — Sen. 
McCarthy (R-Wis.) stu ck to his 
gu ns tod ay in his d isagreement 
with the ad ministration of foreign 
policy , bu t said any contention 
that he is challenging Presid ent 
Eisenhower’s GOP lead ership is 
“both rid icu lou s and u ntru e.” 
In a prepared statement, Mc­ 
Carthy said “I will continu e to 
giv e my u tmost su pport tt> the 
Repu blican party now and in the 
fu tu re” bu t he emphasized : 
“This d oes not mean that I 
will refrain from criticizing my 
party when I think it it mak ing 
mistak es.” 
Praises Top Pair 
He praised both Eisenhower and 
Secretary of State Du lles in the 
statement, bu t said he still think s 
this cou ntry shou ld refu se d ollar 
aid to any allied nation “shipping 
any good s to Commu nist China 
so long as a single American re­ 
mained in a Commu nist blood ­ 
stained d u ngeon.” 
“On 
this 
m atter 
Secretary 
Du lles and I are in complete d is­ 
agreement,” McCarthy said . 
“In a repu blic su ch as ou rs 
there mu st be room for honest 
d ifference of opinion. I respect 
the honesty and sincerity of pu r­ 
pose of Secretary Du lles.” 


“Howev er, I hav e su ch d eep con­ 
v ictions on this su bject that I 
shall continu e to d iscu ss the mat­ 
ter at ev ery opportu nity and I 
u rge Secretary Du lles to reap­ 
praise ou r whole policy in this re­ 
gard . 
“It is my hope that su ch a reap­ 
praisal may resu lt in a change of 
policy in this respect.” 
Was Reply to Pu nch 
McCarthy ’s statement was a re­ 
ply to the one-two pu nch thrown 
at him by Eisenhower and Du lles 
as a resu lt of McCarthy ’s rad io- 
TV speech last week criticizing 
ad ministration foreign policy . 
Du lles hit at McCarthy ’s v iews 
Tu esd ay as strik ing at the v ery 
heart of United States foreign 
| policy . Yesterd ay , Presid ent Ei­ 
senhower said he was in fu ll ac­ 
cord with Du lles’ statements. 
Eisenhower also took issu e with 
the Wisconsin senator’s d eclara­ 
tion that the Commu nists in gov ­ 
ernment issu e will be a major one 
in nex t y ear’s congressional elec­ 
tion. 
The Presid ent appeared , how­ 
ev er, to hav e left the d oor open 
for fu ll-blast continu ation of con­ 
gressional hu nts for spies and 
su bv ersiv es d u ring the Tru man 
ad ministration.

Sentence Is Upheld

Frank lin Borou gh, N. J., Dec. 3 
UP)—State Sen. Alfred B. Littell 
(R.-Su ssex ) tod ay d etailed a bill 
which he say s will d iv id e u p the 
water in the Delaware riv er so 
that ev ery one gets more. 
Littell said he plans to introd u ce 
the bill tomorrow when a special 
session of the state Legislatu re 
conv enes. 
The-basic id ea of Littell’s bill is 
to let New York bu ild a reserv oir 
and Pennsy lv ania a d am on the 
Delaware riv er. New Jersey wou ld 
be allowed to k eep tapping the 
stream for a hu nd red million gal­ 
lons a d ay and get u p to 30 per 
cent of the water from the Penn­ 
sy lv ania d am, by pay ing a propor­ 
tionate share of the constru ction 
cost. 
It’s been a k notty problem for 
a long time—who can tak e how 
mu ch water from the riv er, and 
how to k eep from d raining it d ry 
in the northern parts. 
The Legislatu re will be ask ed to 
amend a pact between Pennsy lv a­ 
nia and New Jersey which has 
been on the book s since 178 3. That 
pact agrees neither state will in­ 
terfere with flow of the riv er by 
pu tting d ams on the main channel. 
Littell’s bill inclu d es these main 
points: 
1. Pennsy lv ania may constru ct 
a d am across the riv er at Wall- 
pack Bend near the Su ssex cou nty 
bord er. The d am wou ld catch flood 
waters and release them at times 
of' low water in the su mmer. 
2. If New Jersey d ecid es to 
chip in on the cost, it may hav e 
some of the water from a reser­ 
v oir created in back of the d am. 
3. Pennsy lv ania will pay for any 
New Jersey , land need ed to bu ild 
the d am. 
4. The New Jersey law. will be 


effectiv e only if the Pennsy lv ania 
Legislatu re acts before Ju ly 1, 
195 5 . 
5 . The New Jersey Department 
of Conserv ation and Economic 
Dev elopment will be in charge of 
proced u res u nd er the law. 
The bill, say s Littell, is the 
start of a plan calcu lated to pro­ 
v id e Jersey ans with enou gh water 
ov er the nex t 5 0 y ears. 
Bu t, he say s, it is necessary 
that New Jersey act immed iately , 
becau se of action being tak en now 
by New York and the ru les which 
the U. S. Su preme Cou rt has set 
d own. 
Littell say s the bill has the ap* 
prov al of Gov . Alfred Driscoll’s 
ad ministration and is non-partisan 
in natu re. 
The bill also will allow New 
York , Pennsy lv ania, and New Jer­ 
sey to formalize an agreement 
permitting New York to constru ct 
a big reserv oir at Cannonsv ille, 
ju st northeast of the Pennsy lv ania 
comer. 
The proposed Cannonsv ille res­ 
erv oir will store water from the 
Delaware when it is high, and 
release it when the riv er is low. 
New York ers will get iftore water 
for d rou th times, bu t so will her 
sou thern neighbors. 
Littel said tod ay he thou ght 
the Legislatu re wou ld pu t off u n­ 
til nex t y ear another proposal he 
sponsors—a legislativ e stu d y of 
proposed New Jersey reserv oirs. 
These reserv oirs are the 3,5 00- 
acre Rou nd v alley tract in Hu nter­ 
d on cou nty and the 100,000-acre 
Wharton tract in Atlantic, Bu r­ 
lington and Camd en cou nties.

Accord ing to terms of the reso­ 
lu tion, sponsored by the U. S., 
Britain, France, Tu rk ey and Au s­ 
tralia, the assembly specifically : 
“1. Ex presses its grav e con­ 
cern at reports and information 
that North Korean and Chinese 
Commu nist forces hav e, in a large 
nu mber of instances, employ ed in­

heroic sold iers of forces u nd er the 
United Nations command in Ko­ 
rea and against the civ ilian popu ­ 
lation in Korea.

Before the v ote, a heated d e­ 
bate had inclu d ed stinging d enu n­ 
ciation of Red atrocities by a pa­ 
rad e of western nations and angry 
cou nter thru sts from the Sov iet 
bloc. The latter sou ght to prov e 
that American and Sou th Korean 
troops were the real atrocity per­ 
petrators. 
The final resu lt was a v erbal 
d u el between Chief U. S. Delegate 
Henry Cabot Lod ge Jr., and Ru s­ 
sia’s Apd rei Vishinsk y .

Lod ge charged that North Korea’s 
military command er, Gen. Nam 11, 
mastermind ed the blood y Koje 
prison riots d u ring the armistice 
negotiations at Panmu njom.

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HOW TO ECONOMIZE 
One ro ad to eco no my has nev er been tried 
by the federal go v ernment. This is the ado p­ 
tio n o f the British rule by which the legisla­ 
ture may reduce but canno t irfcrease the 
ex penditure pro po sed by the ex ecutiv e. * No w 
the President submits his budget. The Ho use 
can increase the pro po sed ex penditures, and 
the Senate in turn can v o te mo re mo ney than 
the Ho use calls fo r. Henry Hazlitt, writing 
in Newsweek, calls attentio n to this unfo r­ 
tunate state o f affairs. - 
New Yo rk State has already ado pted a 
sy stem such as he suggests. There the go v ­ 
erno r's budget no t o nly giv es estimated ex ­ 
penses, but must be acco mpanied by a bill 
o r bills co ntaining all pro po sed appro pria­ 
tio ns and any needed new tax es. Under the 
state co nstitutio n the legislature’s po wer o f 
changing the go v erno r’s budget can be ex er­ 
cised o nly in a do wnward directio n. It may 
o mit any appro priatio n o r reduce it. It can­ 
no t add to it. 
No appro priatio n bill ex cept the go v er­ 
no r’s may be co nsidered until the latter is 
finally acted o n. When that has been do ne, 
the legislature may call fo r special appro ­ 
priatio ns, but must do so in single bills sub­ 
ject to the go v erno r’s v o te, no t in an 
o mnibus measure, which wo uld enco urage 
lo gro lling. 
Unfo rtunately a co nstitutio nal amendment 
wo uld pro bably be necessary to intro duce 
the new sy stem. This wo uld take two thirds 
o f bo th Senate and Ho use. No w there is no 
po wer to which co ngressmen mo re jealo usly 
cling than that o f passing appro priatio ns 
which appeal to influential co nstituents. 
Despite the difficulty o f bringing abo ut 
Hazlitt’s refo rm, the Eisenho wer adminis­ 
tratio n wo uld perfo rm a public serv ice: if it 
called attentio n to the impo rtance o f enact­ 
ing it. 


THE SEAWAY’S CHANCES 
An issue po pularly suppo sed to be nettiqnad, 
but really lo cal in so me aspects is the St. 
Lawrence Seaway . This has recently been 
bro ught to attentio n by the anno uncement 
o f Senato r-designate Tho mas A. Burke o f 
Ohio , successo r o f Ro bert A. Taft, that he 
fav o rs the waterway . 
Generally speaking, * Great Lakes states 
are fo r it, while tho se o n the seabo ard 
o ppo se. One set ho pes to gain business, the 
o ther fears to lo se. Where railro ad influence 
is stro ng, the waterway , which wo uld co m­ 
pete, is weak. This co mbinatio n o f lo cal 
interests has been stro ng eno ugh to defeat 
the pro ject again and again, despite the fact 
that ev ery president fro m Harding thro ugh 
Truman has fav o red it. President Eisen­ 
ho wer to o k no pro minent stand until re­ 
cently when he declared hmself in fav o r o f it. 
The St. Lawrence po wer will be dev elo ped 
jo intly by Canada and New Yo rk state, the 
federal go v ernment hav ing no share in this 
pro ject, which is separate fro m the seaway 
pro ject, tho ugh clo sely co nnected with it in 
plan and actio n. 
It is natural fo r Co ngress to co nsider pri­ 
marily what the separate states want, pay ­ 
ing little attentio n to the effect o n the natio n 
as a w ho le. Co ngressmen are elected by dis­ 
tricts o r states and no t by the who le co un­ 
try . Only the president has a natio nal co n­ 
stituency . That is why , in many co ntro v er­ 
sies between President and Co ngress, wise 
v o ters suppo rt the president.

The Repub lican Party, after 20 years out of 
power, still finds it difficult to dev elop sufficient 
political leadership to produce a -passab le legisla­ 
tiv e program for Congress and a fighting organ­ 
ization among the people. The death of Senator 
Rob ert A. Taft left a v oid that has not yet b een 
filled. President Eisenhower continues to remain 
aloof from party politics. The 1954 campaign is 
already here, b ut the Repub licans are quarreling 
among themselv es b ecause no one exhib its the 
strength to compose the differences among the 
v arious leaders. 
The realistic fact is that President Eisenhower 
does not like b eing a politician. He has nev er b een 
a politician. He has b een a b rilliant success as a 
soldier and has achiev ed distinction as a diplomat, 
b ut not as a technical party politician. 
Nev ertheless, two-party politics is the method 
b y which the United States gov erns itself. The 
alternativ e to our system would b e a rev olution b y 
which one party or one indiv idual w’ould prev ail. 
The danger is that unless President Eisenhower 
assumes the political leadership of the Repub lican 
Party, it will dissipate itself into a disastrous fac­ 
tionalism. 
Ev en Franklin D. Roosev elt, as astute a poli­ 
tician as history records, db uld not treat elected 
officials, Senators and Representativ es, and Cab i­ 
net memb ers as though they were top sergeants. 
He might hav e fooled them b y his b rilliant doub le- 
talk, he might hav e cajoled them b y patronage, 
b ut he nev er ignored them. 
I-w as present at the dinner of the B’nai B’rith 
in Washington at which the President deliv ered a 
speech that could b e interpreted as a pleasantry 
or an attack on Senators McCarthy and Jenner, 
on his own Attorney General, Herb ert Brownell, 
Jr., and on the Director of the FBI, J. Edgar 
Hoov er. It was not a good speech b ecause, on the 
whole, it w’as unsuited for the occasion, b ut it w*as 
pleasant in spots. 
This uras on Monday night. On Tuesday night, 
Senator Joe McCarthy hit b ack with a b lock­ 
b uster that shook and split the Repub lican Party. 
Ob v iously, Joe McCarthy accepted Monday night’s 
challenge and got ev en. Considering the mildness 
of the President’s statement on Monday, McCar­ 
thy’s reply on Tuesday was too strong. Mayb e he 
wanted it that way to b ring on a test of strength. 
The immediate effect is a v ery split party. 
Now, if Eisenhower decides to ev en the score, 
the cleav age withfti the Repub lican Party will eon-v 
tinue to widen until, in 1954. the Dehnocrats could 
w in b oth the House and the Senate. In some states, 
such as Massachusetts, McCarthy can win the 
election for the Repub licans or he can b ring on a 
defeat for his own party. Practical politicians 
recognize his immense strength. They b lame Eisen­ 
hower for permitting any indiv idual in his party 
to grow politically stronger than the President. 
Nev ertheless,.they admit that they hav e no way 
of reaching Eisenhower on a political lev el. 
The Democrats, are not div ided on the single 
point of winning in 1954. Their actual disagree­ 
ments are deeper than those W'hich exist among 
Repub licans, b ut they are now united on the ques­ 
tion of 1954. Their quarrels hav e b een postponed 
until after that date. The Repub licans cannot dis­ 
play a similar party discipline. 
In the Eisenhower Cab inet, only tw*o memb ers 
understand politics. They are the Attorney Gen­ 
eral, Herb ert Brownell, Jr., and the Postmaster 
General, Arthur E. Summerfield. If either of these 
men were giv en a free hand to b ring the party to­ 
gether, he could do it. But the President seems not 
to b e ready for that. 
The President is a lov ab le personality. It could 
b e said that he is the most lov ab le personality that 
has b een in the White House in recent yrtirs. No­ 
b ody wants to b e against him. Nob ody questions 
his moral stature. But he prov ed in 1952 that he 
cannot transfer the affection the people hav e for 
him to anyone else; he did not win the Senate or 
the House. If, in 1954, he loses ev en his nominal 
majority, if the Democrats are ab le to produce an 
actual majority in b oth Houses, his last tw’o years 
in office will b e disastrous. It is not good for the 
country if the President is of one party and the 
Congress of anothei.

ease. A mechanical heart, a heart-lung machine, 
and an artificial kidney are also b eing tested as 
possib le aids to research and surgery." Studies are 
b eing made of cholesterol and other fatty sub - 
sances which hav e b een found to leav e fat deposits 
against the walls of b loodv essels which are.a b ig 
factor in the hardening of b loodv essels. 
• Also b eing studied is the role of heredity and 
env ironment in high b lood pressure on the b lood­ 
v essel walls, the use of drugs to check b lood clot­ 
ting, and the effects of v arious drugs on the heart, 
b loodv essel and b lood pressure.

It began with the refusal of the 
play er representatives of the 16 
major league clubs to attend a 
scheduled meeting with Commis­ 
sioner Ford Frick because their 
attorney , J. Norman Lewis, had 
been barred. 
It ended with the commission­ 
er's 
revelation 
that 
the 
major 
league executive council was con­ 
sidering the termination of the 
play ers’ multbmillion dollar pen­ 
sion plan. 
May Dissolve Plan 
Frick disclosed at a news con­ 
ference that the major league 
owners, at their annual meeting 
in New York next week, will vote 
on a resolution that could dissolve 
the entire pension plan within 9 0 
day s although its present five- 
y ear setup does not expire until 
19 56. 
Frick explained that it was not 
until 15 minutes before the pro­ 
posed meeting y esterday morning 
that Ralph Kiner and Allie Rey ­ 
nolds,

Kiner and Rey nolds contended 
that Lewis was their official legal 
counsel and they advised Frick 
that the play ers had unanimously 
voted that Lew’is must be admit­ 
ted or they would not attend 
themselves. 
Play ers Leave for Homes 
All play er representatives de­ 
parted 
for their homes except 
Rey nolds, who said he would a t­ 
tend the American League meet­ 
ing in Newr York next week. Will 
Harridge, league president said, 
however, the invitation to Rey n­ 
olds 
to 
attend 
the 
American 
League session had been with­ 
drawn. 
Rey nolds w’as not avail­ 
able for comment. 
If the owners’ resolution should 
be approved next week, it would 
terminate one of the most elabo­ 
rate pension funds ever set up in 
sports. Conceived in 19 47 and ex­ 
panded in 19 52 with the entry of 
an annual million dollar fee from 
World Series and All-Star game 
receipts, it now provides a fund 
that assures an income of $100 a 
month to 10-y ear play ers on re­ 
tiring age of 50 on down to $50 a 
month for five-y ear men. 
Asked for Increase 
Frick explained that the play ­ 
ers demanded their pension pay ­ 
ments be increased from $50 to 
$8 0 for five-y ear men and from 
$100 to $150 for 10-y ear men. At 
the same time, the play ers wranted 
to reduce the 50-y ear age eligibil­ 
ity to 45 while pay ing smaller 
premiums (currently around $100.- 
000 a y ear for play ers).
